Mr. Mc Cone ask ed General Carter to call the Attorney General 

25X1 since, now that ii hack, he (Mr. McCone) thinks the directors 

! and heads of the drug industry should he alerted to the fact that we want 

''this thing" parsued eoiergetically and do not want say (word not audible ) 
and unwr apped narcotics. Mr. McCone said he understands that Mr. 

25X1 says there are some legitimate complaints. 

Mr. McCone said there is a man named 1 who is a 25X1 

i member of "that board" -- he is well known to the Attorney General and 

has much contact with the administrat ion "sinc e he is a good member of 
I that party" — Mr. McCone stated that l | could convene the board 25X1 

I and discuss the problems, the plus's and minxis's, and be sure that nothing 

i g^ts off the rail. 

I could not hoar Mr, McCone's next statement, but he added that 
"if they let this thing go, it could subject them to criticism on the Hill, " 
and that nothing would please the Congressional Committee more. He 
said that now is the time to be sure that does not happen. 

Mr. McCone repeated his request&at^eneral Carter call the 
Attorney General and give him the l have Mr. Hoxueton do It, 25X1 

and suggest that they move in. He said we should be sure that we get 
enough people from HEW to see that the stuff is properly inventoried 
and checked out.
